passion, telling its readers how some of the
great men of history have lived. We read:—

The word gastronomy, which posseses all
the attributes of good living iu their parfeo-
tion, is soarcely balf & century old, and is, of
oouree, dus to the French, who compounded
it, with thefr nanal skill jo adaptation, from
the Greek. From the {pdieoriminate and
vulgar glattony of Vitelling and Hullogabalus,
those old heathens of the Decline and Fall, to
the refined snd delioats tasta of the eplonrean
Lueullns, there is & wide fnterval,

Yet no human being 18 wholly without in-
terest in the golence of gastronowy, since there
is none but must eat to lics. Thoss who
reverse the rule, aud ounly live to eat, are not
gourmands in the troe sense, and lose the teat
of pleasure in the overtasking of the palate.
One of the most refllued and philosophic of
modern writers lawents, with pathetio earnast.
ness, the dire neces-ities that compel ns sll to
pay tributs to the cupboard in the declaration,
*I can get rid of everything but this perpataal
stomach; he mast eat, and | cannot make him
respectable.”

The most graphiec and thonghtfnl of modern
historiana, far from detpising such tritles as
the traits mod foibles of great wen, dwells
uypon all suoh items with Interest, as among
the best revelations of charaoter. When we
reid of the reformer Lather, that he was of
fult habita, and a hearty eater, that he loved
Rhifne wine and Torgan beer, we got at once
an insight into the life and spirit of the man
that is worth whole volumes in folio of con-
troversial theology.

Charlemagne, the (rst Western Fmparor,
who died in 1814, althongh a very fragal livar,
was extremely fond of game. On ordinary
occasions, writes Capeligne, theis were bat
four plates on his dinner table, bisides a piace
of game that the hunters brooght to the Em-

eror, ready spitted, sinoe they kuew this was

is favorite meat. The Lhistorian adds that
this prinee nsed rarely to drink more than
three times at his repast.

Angustas Cwear was fond of hrown bread,
little fish, cheere, aud of new cow’s milk, and
fre:h fige., Buetonims relates that he drank
habitually but three glasses at each msal,
which showa Lim to bave besn of much more
sober and simple tastes than most of his sue-
CEEROTS, i

Apicing, the celebrated Roman gonrmand,
w! ose name has farvished a proverbial plirase
to the literatnre of dietstics, was passionstuly
for d of lobsters, Swmall blawe to bim for that,
#i1 ce this is the wost delicions of shell fish,
rextto the oyster, which must éver bear away
the palm. Having heard thiat the Const of
Afrion yielded Jobaters larger and more deli-
ea'e than the Italian, Apleing immediately
chartered 8 vessel and gat gail to sscertain the
fact, and bear home the prizea acrozs the
Mediterranean, A rich old fellow was this
Apicins, who spant on his table 100,000,000
gesterces (abont £4 000,000 of onr money),
aud one fine day, haviog cast np his aceonnts,
and found that if his debts were paid he
ghonld have left but 10,000 000 sesterces
(000,000, be guietly swallowed poison
through fear of dying of hunger.

The Latin poet Martinl, wheo died in the
year 100 of our era, had a gpecial taste for the
thru-h and the hare, a praference which he
Limegelf declared i this epigram: —

“Inter aves turdus, £l quis, me judice, eertet,

Inter quadiapedos glosla prima lepas,'™

The Emperor Alexander Severus was sgo
foud of rabbits that, according to Lis biogra-
pher, Lawpriding, he ate onws at every meal,

Frederick, Emperor of Germany, who died
in 1843, was madly in love with 1welons, and
Lis hwmoderate passion for thewn finally var-
ried him to the tomb, as the consequenca of
an indigsation. The same accident, aud from
precisely the game canse, put an end o the
career of the Emperor Maximijan II, of Ger-
IADY.

Tasso, the Italian paet, had & marked pradi-
lection for Fugared dishes, well baked in the
oven, and for &ll Kind+ of frait and confection-
ery. le was so foud of sugar, that he always
put it in his salad,

Henry IV., of France, had a passionate fond-
nesa for melons and oysters.  lls used to eat
immoderately of beth, but it wonld appear
that the wine of Arbuis, of which he made a
great use, saved him from the iodigestion to
which the great indulgence ia suth aliments
expoeed him.

The French Marshal Hoognincourt, who
dled in 1605, had a particalar peuchant for
gheeps’ tails, and kept «ll his life &8 cook who
knew how to prepare a gavory dish of this
caudal mutton, which the Marshal dispensed
to his officers to put thewm in good stowach for
battle.

Charles XI1, King of Sweden, was cerlainly
not a difionlt eater, sinca Voltaire reoords that
a alice of bread and butter was his supreme
choice in matters of diet.

Crebillon, fils, the French wovalist, whe
died in 1777, was an insatiable devourer of
oyeters.

A certain Epglish gentleman named Roger-
Bon, gave great preference to ortolans—at least
the flusl aot of his life seems to prove this.
We are assured that this disciple of Apicias
expended, in the apace of nine months, the
almoet iveredible som of L£150,000 sterling
npon his table and culinary experiments. In
fact, his whole fortuue had been thus swal-
lowed up; and, eecivg himsel! redoced to
want, he employed a guinea, the last that
remained to him ont of his largs fortnne, to
the preparation of an ortolan, his favorite
meat, Then, having tasted, with all the de-
lectation of a consnunmuats epiours, this nlti-
mate aish, he gquietly fell back and blew his
luaing ont.

Voltaire wasa extravaganlly
which he drank to exoers as Do Jolinson did
ten, The rame choraoteristic was exlubited by
the natoraiist; Butfun, who almost lived upon
cullen,

Fohiller, the great German post, who died
in 1505, waa 80 extremely foud of hnm, that
Lie ste it nearly every day, sod notwithstaoad-
fng thls remarkable taste, Lo drsuk but

Thia caused his
chamberlain, M. Cusay, a renowned gourmand,
to lawent thint the “senthment of the cuising
wus wholly wanting to the Eamperor; and he
cited thiz defect ag an evidenes that even the
greatest of men cannot be porfact,
